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HUNTINGTON'S CHOREA. 
HE signs by which Huntington's 
chorea. are known are (a) trem- 
bling of the hands, head, or legs. 
The tremors persist. They become 

worse when an attempt is made 
to move the affected member. (b) Onset 
of disease in middle life. (e) Progressive 
nature ‘of the disease. 
mental deterioration. 

A typical case would have the follow- 
ing history: A person belonging to a 
family in which there were many trem- 
blers develops trembling of the hands 
when he is # years of age. Trying to 
hold his hands still only makes the 
trembling worse. As he grows older the 
disease becomes more apparent. After 
the disease has lasted a considerable 
time it can be noticed that the mind is 
becoming feeble. These are the classical 
symptoms of Hantington’s chorea. __ 

The disease is a good deal like paraly- 
sis agitans or shaking palsy. A recent 
study by the eugenice laboratory shows 
that there are cases of Huntington's 
chorea which develop early in lite. Cer- 
tain cases develop trembling without 
mental disturbance, and other cases de- 
velop mental disturbance without trem- 
bling. . This study makes it even harder 
to tell Huntington's chorea from paraly- 
* agitans than it was before. 

ties 

The study made by the eugenics labo- 
ratory shows that in early part of 
the seventeenth century four famili¢s 
affected by Huntington's chorea settled 
in Connecticut. They probably came 
from the eastern coast of Mngland. 
}Nine hundred and sixty-two persons suf- 
fering from Huntington's chorea and 
living in all parts of the United States 
north of Mason and Dixori's line were 
found by Dr. Muncey to be descended 
from these four families. 
‘Huntington's chorea is inheritabie. 
One-half the children of a person suf- 
fering from Huntington's chorea will 
develop the disease. The children who 
do not have the disease cannot transmit 
it to their children. Rarely does it skip 
a generation. 

Generally speaking, symptoms do not 
develop until after the age of marriage 
and parenthood. As a rule the choreic 
does not develop symptoms until after 
his or her children have been and 


are well on toward maturity.

Bridge Swept Away.

Until less than two years ago 
there was a dam across the Du Page, a 
little to the east of the lock, and Chan- 
nahon was connected with the western 
bank by a heavy steel bridge over the 
river. But a terrific freshet swept down 
the little Du Page in the early spring, 
piled up the ice against the bridge, un- 
dermined and crumbled up the big con- 
crete dam, twisted the heavy girders 
of the bridge from their piers, and swept 
them downstream, where they still lie in 
the cornfields. 
Channahon is more isolated than ever 
—bridgeless and alone. Engineer Freund 
of the canal commission has built a 
heavy triple crib dam close to the foot 
of the lock in place of the one de- 
stroyed, so the Creseda had plenty of 
water for the crossing. 
One turns to take a last look at the 
lockkeeper’s cottage, standing high up 
on a little island, with running water on 
both sides and huge elms and maples 
towering over its white walls.

WORLD’S WHEAT 25 PER CENT 
LESS THAN YIELD IN 1915. 


International Harvest Institute at 
Rome Estimates Loss of One-half 
in Argentina Grain. 


ROME, via Paris, Dec. 24.—[ Delayed.) 
—The International Institute of Agricul- 
ture’s harvest estimates continue to in- 
dicate poor world crops. It is now able 
for the first time, through new reports 
just received, to forecast the wheat pro- 
duction of Argentina. The Argentire 
wheat crop is estimated at 70,000,000 
bushels, one-half that of last year. 

Australia’s wheat crop is estimated at 
135,000,000 bushels, which is 4 per cent 
better than the yearly average. 

For the world’s eighteen most impor- 
tant countries, including the United 
States, Canada, British India, Japan, 
and all Europe, the estimated total 
wheat crop is placed by the institute at 
2,500,000,000 bushels, which is 25 per 
cent less than last year.

First Memorial of Its Kind in Stat- 
uary Hall—Resoluticns Sent Wil- 
son Urge Suffrage. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—Memorial 
services for a woman suffragist were 
held in the capitol today for the first 
time. Members of the Congressional 
| Cian for Woman Suffrage gathered in 
Statuary hall by permission of Speaker 
Clark to pay tribute to the late Inez Mul- 
holland Bolssevain, and such a crowd 
tried to join them that the police had to 
bar the entrances. The hall and its gal- 
leries were packed before the program 
began. 

Five speakers—Senator Sutherland of 
Utah, Miss Anne Martin of Nevada, 
Rowland B. Mahany of New York, and 
Miss Maud Younger and Mrs. William 
Kent of California—delivered addresses. 
In a resolution unanimously adopted 
President Wilson was urged to act for 
universal suffrage ‘‘ so that by her death 
Inez Milholland shall have delivered 
from the sacrifice of life her country- 
women.“ 

As the audience was filing from the 
hall to the strains of the Marseil- 
lalse at the conclusion of the services 
a spectator began singing the song loud- 
ly in French. His booming voice re- 
verberated through the deserted-capitol 
corridors until the last note had been 
sounded by the orchestra. 


CITY TO HAVE 30,000 MORE 
ELECTRIC STREET LAMPS. 
Co-operation Between Municipal En- 


gineering and Electrical Depart- 
ments to Bring Results. 


Cotperation between the city engi- 
neering and electrical departments will 
bring about the installation of 30,000 
more street lampe, according to a state- 
ment issued yesterday by William G.

‘One Hundred Boards and Com- 


missions to Be Reduced 
lo Eight.

The tig features of The Adminis- 
trative Code of Illinois the measure 
which the incoming Republican state 
administration will put forward as the 
dominant issue in the pending general 
_assembly—were announced officially 
yesterday from the Chicago offices of 
Gov. Elect Lowden. 

The most important surprise that the 
announcement contains is that the en- 
tire proposition of efficiency and econo- 
my and consolidation of state offices 
will be combined in a single bill, backed 
by the full force of the incoming Re- 
publican state officers and officially 
christened as indicated above. 


Consolidations Planned. 

One hundred and more appointive 
boards, commissions, and bureaus will 
be combined under either eight or ten 
major departments, Gov. Elect Low- 
den's forecast says. The governor will 
appoint the head of each of these de- 
partments and a Iimited number of the 
more important subordinate officers. 
Each department chief, who, in effect, 
would become a member of the gov- 
ernor's cabinet, will be the responsible 
governing head of his department and. 
will be allowed to divide his work and 
make his own assignments within his 
division. : 

The major departments, as announced 
yesterday, would be as follows:

The statement from Gov. Elect Low- 
den's office says that in places such as 
the health department, and in some 
other instances, boards, exercising pow- 
ers in the nature of judicial powers, will 
be constituted as aida to the chief of 
the department. 

The terms of office of all officers will 


ernor. All officers of the same grade 
will receive uniform compensation, pay- 
able monthly. Bonds will be required. 
Private attorneys are prohibited, all the 
legal business being transacted through 
the office of the attorney general. The 
hours of service of all employés will be 
prescribed and annual vacations aj- 
lowed. 

Elective state officers will not be 
brought into the general plan except in- 
cidentally. The reason assigned is that 
these officers hold independent elective 
positions, are not responsible to and 
cannot be controlled by the governor. 


„Wisdom of Tears.“ 

“The bill contains the wisdom of 
years of observation by many of the 
state's legislators, 
leading men,” the statement from Gov. 
Elect Lowden’'s office declares. “It 
will carry out the pledge of consolida- 
tion in the Peoria platform of the Re- 
publican party. It will have the 
cordial approval! of Gov. Elect 
Frank O. Lowden and the incoming Re- 
publican state administration. 

“It was the original idea that a con- 
tral act providing for consolidation be 
passed. Separate acts would then be 
adopted consolidating the numerous 
divisions into the respective depart- 
ments. There have been many consulta- 
tions with legislators and others. It is 
now deemed advisable to include every- 
thing in a single measure. 


Embodies Only One Idea. 

The bill is purely an administrative 
code. It embodies only one idea, and 
that is a scientific and practical reor- 
ganization of the state government. ‘No 
other consolidation bills will be neces- 
sary. By its terms it will abolish boards 
and commissions under the jurisdiction 
of the governor and transfer their func- 
tions and duties, as well as their em- 
ployés, to the new departments. The 
transition will be made smoothly and 
easily. The department to which they 
are transferred will proceed immediate- 
ly to the execution of the laws as they 
exist at the time the transfer is made 

The statement further says that the 
big bill will be ready for introduction at 
Springfield immediately after the in- 
auguration of Gov. Blect Lowden on 
Jan. 8.
